Court Orders County School Board 


In a court order disclosed 
on Friday, June 29, U_ S. 
District Judge Frank M. John- 
son, Jr., instructed the Coffee 
County Board of Education to 
install Mr, Bob J. Andrews, a 
black teacher, as the principal 
of New H Jr. High School 
for the 1979-80 term; and to 
keep him in that position as 
long as he satisfactorily per- 
forms his job. 

Citing a ‘‘devious, sophis- 
ticated, ingenious’’ plan to 
deny blacks administrative pos- 
itions, Judge Johnson ordered 
the Board to make the pro- 
motion immediately. Johnson 
ruled that Andrews and other 
blacks had been denied admin- 
istrative positions on the basis 
of race by Superintendent of 
Education, Jimmy Baker. 


Mr. Baker, who is the 
incoming Finance Director for 
the State Department of Edu- 
cation, received a warning 
from Judge Johnson in court 
last Thursday at the end of the 
case, 


‘IT hope, Mr. Baker,”’ said 
Johnson, “‘that I don’t have 
any cases where you are a 
principal actor after you 
assume your new duties as 


State Finance Director. The 
state Board is also under an 
injunction not to discriminate.”’ 


The National Education 
Association reopened a racial 
discrimination case against the 
Coffee County Board of Educa- 
tion in March on grounds of 
continued discrimination.Judge 
Johnson noted in his ruling 
that the system has a “‘long 
history’’ of discrimination ag- 
ainst blacks. 


On the matter of Andrews’ 
application for principal, John- 
son stated, ‘‘He was qualified. 
He did not receive it. A 
person of less qualifications 
received it."’ 


“As a matter of fact,"’ 
added Johnson, ‘‘A person that 
wasn't qualified at all got it."’ 
The Board of Education gave 
no other reason for refusing to 
promote Andrews to principal, 
and ‘‘the Board has not made 
any serious attempt to justify 
its action,’’ said Johnson. 


’ The National 
Association 


Education 
contended that 


since 1969, while the Board 


has been under the desegra- 


gation order, about nine princi- 
palships have become available 
and none of the positions was 
offered to a black. The N.E.A. 
further alleged that the Board 
has filled coaching positions 
with whites only, and has 
refused since 1969 to hire and 
grant tenure to black teachers 
because of their race. 


In Judge Johnson's ruling, 
the Board was also ordered to 
pay Andrews the difference 
between his income as a teach- 
er from 1977-78, and what he 
would have made as a principal 
in 1977-78, and to pay him the 
difference between what he 
carned as a teacher in 1978-79, 
and what his salary would have 
been if he had been principal 
that year. Fees and expenses 
in the case were also taxed 
against the school Board. 


Andrews was certified to be 
a principal in 1976,and, accord- 
ing to the N.E.A., since then 
principalships had opened at 
New Hope Jr. High, New 
Brockton Elementary School, 
Kinston High School, Zion 
Chapel High School and Zion 
Chapel Elementary School, 


Johnson reported it was not

necessary for him to rule on 
the allegations about the 
coaching positions. 


Present Superintendent of 
Education, Johnny Vaughan, 
was not involyed in the court 
case, but did comment on 
Judge Johnson's ruling in a 
telephone interview with THE 
CLIPPER. ‘We will comply 
fully with the court order,”’ 
said Vaughan, ‘‘and we will 
make the best of the situation. 
We have a good school at New 
Hope, and I'm sure Mr. And- 
rews will do a good job. I 
would rather the Board make 
personnel changes, but we will 
go along with the ruling.’’ 


“The Judge ruled on docu- 
ments and felt there was a 
case of discrimination,’’ added 
Vaughan, ‘but I don’t think 
the Board took any action for 
discriminatory purposes. I 
promise you that neitler the 
Board nor I will let anything 
like this happen again. I won't 
allow discrimination."’ 


In closing, Supt. Vaughan 
said, ‘I expect all my princi- 
pals to do a goob job, and I 
will make sure they all do a 
good job.!"’

Bama Tops South 


In Safe Driving 


Alabama leads seven other 
states in the southeast in the 
number of traffic fatalities 
reduction at the end of 
January -- May, 1979 period, 
reports the Alabama Office of 
Highway and Traffic Safety. 

Three of the four killer 
categories of pedestrians, bicy- 
clists and motorcyclists appear 
to be running neck-and-neck, 
but the motor-vehicle occupant 
death total! figure is lower with 
321 deaths recorded at the end 
of May compared with 353 for 
the same period last year. 
Alabama usually is found at 
the mid-point of the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration's cight-state 
Reyzion IV, the largest in the 
hadon. 

Alabama is at a minus 30 
point in the total for all four 
categories with 416 deaths in 
1978 compared to 386 lives lost 
at the end of five months this 
year: 

Only two other's states, 
Georgia and Mississippi, have 
minus figures with 9 and 15 
respectively. 

The other five -- Kentucky, 
North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, and Florida 
reflect an upswing. Florida 
experience the largest increase 
with 211 more persons killed 
than at the end of the same 
five-month period last year. 


I have expressed a great 
deal of concern lately about 
the direction this country 
would or would not take 
under the President's propos- 
ed Strategic Arms Limitation 
Treaty (SALT). But there is 
another .area of the whole 
defense posture that concerns 
me equally as much, and 
while it is an area that SALT 
II ignores, it is still of vital 
importance to the shape of 


our national security. a 


That area is our conven- 
tional force strength. The 
SALT II proposal deals with 
strategic weapons that have 
intercontinental capabilities. 
However, conventional force 
strength deals with the 
numbers of tanks, field ar- 
tillery, tactical aircraft, at- 
tack submarines and the like 
that would be used in a con- 
fined conflict. 

Frankly, | am concerned 
about the continued viability 
of our conventional forces, 
both on !and and sea-based. 
We are at a significant 
numerical disadvantage to 
the Soviets in regard to the 
weapons in our conventional 
arsenal, and there has been a 
noticeable decline in the 
development of new sea 
vessels in the past two 
decades. 

Let's take a moment to 
look at the comparison be- 
tween U.S. conventional 
forces and Soviet conven- 
tional forces, The Russians 
currently have about 50,000 
tanks, as opposed to 12,100 
by the United States. The 
Soviets hold a 20,000 to 5,500 


lead in field artillery. In tac- 
tical aircraft, the Soviets out- 


number America 8,000 to

US.Sen. Donald Stewart 


5,364. The only area in which 
the United States holds an 
advantage is in helicopters, 
9,000 to 3,750. 

In regard to sea-based 
conventional forces, the same 
trend exists. While America 
has a 13 to 2 margin in air- 
craft carriers, the Soviets lead 
us both in attack submarines 
(195-81) and in cruisers, 
destroyers and frigates 
(284-161). 

Of course, the far 
superior technology possessed 
by the United States does, in 
part, offset some of the 
numerical advantages the 
Soviets hold. However, it re- 
mains of the utmost im- 
portance that U.S. convyen- 
tional forces have the 
capability to be viable in a 
“theater” conflict -- one that 
is not intercontinental, but 


instead is confined to a 
smaller area. 
President Carter has 


taken note of the potential 
problems facing U.S. land- 
based forces, and has said 
that he wants American 
forces stationed in Europe 
armed with better, more 
sophisticated weapons. And 
the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, in its report on 
military procurement this 
year, endorsed “positive ac- 
tion” by the Army to improve 
the posture of those 
American ground forces that 
contribute significantly to the 
defense of. the Atlantic 
Alliance.

Solar Power: An Answer 
To Our Energy Problems 


The summer of 1979 has 
proven that the energy crisis 
is a reality. Gasoline lines are 
appearing around the nation, 
the outlook for adequate sup- 
plies of heating‘ oil for next 
winter is gloomy, and the 
OPEC nations have met 
recently to set another price 
ncrease for a barrel of crude 
il. 

The sharp increase in the 
price of oil we import -- 
nearly thirty percent in the 
last year -- and the recent 
tightening of supplies 
underscore our urgent need 
to seek alternative, depen- 
dable sources of energy. 

Thé dangers, of con- 
tinued reliance on foreign 
wurces for our long-term 
snergy needs point toward the 
aeed for alternative sources 
yn which Alabamians and the 
nation can depend. 

These alternative sources 
include nuclear power, both 
fusion and fission, coal, 
geothermal energy and 
others; but the choice I am 
most optimistic about is solar 
energy. 

President Carter recently 
unveiled a national solar 
energy policy and I 
wholeheartedly endorse this 
wlar policy. We desparately 
seed an aggressive plan to 
3jarness the unlimited energy 
potential of the sun. 

The advantages of sola 
power are numerous. It é 
clean and safe; it does no 
pollute. It does not run the 
tisk of accidents which couk 
threaten the health of ow 
citizens. 

Solar energy eliminates 
problems of disposing toxic 
waste. Most importantly, I 
am backing solar energy 
because it provides an impor- 
tant avenue in avoiding the 
ever-rising cost of fossil fuel. 

No foreign, cartel can set 
the price for solar power, nor 
can they embargo it. Ever) 
solar collector installed is a 

fortress in the battle against 


reliance on uncertain sources 


of oil. 

Unlike oil, the price of 
solar power can only go 
down. As research, such as 
that currently being con- 
ducted at Auburn University, 


is expanded, uses of solar! 


power will become cheaper 
and more accessible in our 
everyday lives. 

President Carter has an- 
nounced a goal of meeting 20 
percent of our energy needs 
through solar and renewable 
sources by the year 2000. | 
certainly hope we can achieve 
this goal and | will suppor 
legislation to encourage sola 
development. 

However, _legislatio: 
alone will not solve the pro 
blem. American  industm 
must be willing to invest ir 
solar energy. In addition, the 
small businessman, the 
farmer, and the average 
citizen must all do their part; 
and I believe they will. 

What the federal govern- 
ment can do to encourage 
development of our solar 
resources is provide tax credit 
incentives. I plan to support 
the Administration's bill to 
provide a 20 percent tax 
credit up to $2,000 for home 
installation of a solar heating 
system. I also favor such tax 
credit incentives for commer-

1,000 new XM-1 tanks were 
recommended, as was the 
upgrading and conversion of 
about 750 M60A1 tanks to 
provide them with better 
combat capabilities. Beyond 
that, we have also moved 
toward purchase of 208 new 
Infantry Fighting Vehicles, 
which are troop carriers con- 
sidered to be far better armed 
than our existing equipment. 

The committee also 
noted that we must re- 
evaluate our present naval 
planning so that U.S. sea- 
based power can be properly 
projected worldwide. I am 
concerned that the present 
U.S. shipbuilding rate is not 
going to be sufficient enough 
to maintain a 500-ship fleet 
that is necessary to our na- 
tional defense interests. Dur- 
ing the 1960s, for example, 
336 new ships were requested 
and funded; in the 1970s, 
that number had fallen to 
155. The Congress and the 
Navy must work in concert to 
assure the world that our sea 
force can keep its com- 
mitments. 

As I said, SALT II has 
dominated a good deal of the 
talk about military affairs. 
However, we should never 
lose sight of the fact that on a 
global basis, our strategic 
capabilities are very much 
related to our conventional 
capabilities. They are equally 
necessary for a strong, effec- 
tive national defense.

I favor a 25 percent tax 
credit incentive | for 
agricultural and _ industrial 
uses of solar power. In addi- 
tion, by informing farmers 
about the benefits and uses of 
solar power, the Agriculture 
Department could have a 
significant impact on our 
energy policy. 

Programs such as the 
Small Business Administra- 
tion’s solar loan program 


show that federal assistance 
coupled with the efforts of the 
private sector can make solar 
energy the energy of today in- 
Stead of the energy of the 
future.

EVILS IN OUR SOCIETY 


I have on my library shelf a 
small book entitled ‘‘Every Day 
Topics,’’ by J. G. Holland. It's 
an old book, published in 1882 
by Charles Scribner's Sons, 
which contains a collection of 
editorials that appeared = in 
Scribner’s Monthly,’ from 
about 1875 to 1880. Although I 
am not an editor, nor a writer, 
1 share the feelings of this 
ancient.author as he expresses 
them in an editorial entitled 
The ‘Social Evil:'’ ‘‘There are 
some topics which an editor 
does not like to write upon - 
which the people do not like to 
read about; but when they 
relate to a great social danger, 
they are forced on the public's 
attention, and must be dis- 
cussed with such inoffensive- 
ness of language as may be 
possible in a frank and forcible 
treatment of them.’’ Thus 
expressed, these are my senti- 
ments as I write of the evils in 
OUR society. 


But first, what was this 
‘*great social danger’’ that this 
editor of yesteryear did not like 
to write upon? “The late 
Grand Jury, which found it in 
the line of its apprehended 
duty to recommend the estab- 
lishment of regulated prostitu- 
tion, has forced the topic upon 
the press, and it must be met 


and disposed of....... We 
do not question the motives of 
the Grand Jury. There is a 


class of good men who, appre- 
hending the immensity of the 
social evil, and absolutely 
hopeless of its cure, have come 
to the conclusion that the best 
way is to regulate that which 
they cannot suppress - to 
recognize in law, and regulate 
by law, a bestial crime which 
no penalties have been suffi- 
cient to exterminate. These 
men mean well . . . They 
support their position by a 
thousant ingenious arguments; 
but the great crowd that stands 
behind these men silent, 
watchful, and hopeful - ready 
with votes, ready with money - 
is made up of very different 
materials, and actuated by very 
different motives. They are 
men who desire to commit 
crime with impunity - to visit a 
brothel without danger of ap- 
prehension and without danger 
of infection. They are cold- 
blooded, scoffing foes of social 
purity. There is not one of 
them who does not desire to 
have prostitution ‘regulated’ on

behalf of his own beastly 
carcass.”" 

Although these words were 
penned almost a hundred years 
ago, they are still as current as 
today’s newspaper. For there 
are still those ‘‘cold-blooded, 
scoffing foes of social! purity,’’ 
that are trying to regulate and 
legalize, not only prostitution, 
but state-wide gambling, drink- 
ing, use of marijuana, as well 
as homosexuality. These are 
evils in our society which are 
abhorred by every decent citi- 
zen, and yet they keep fester- 
ing up in our society like 
putrifying sores. Why? Well, 
we must recognize that we still 
have those who desire to have 
such things legalized ‘‘on be- 
half of his own beastly car- 
cass."’ But yet, the main 
reason that these keep on 
festering is the lack of courage 
on the part of Christians, those 
who KNOW Christ and His 
teachings, to speak loud and 
strong against these evils in 
our society. I see the majority 
of the church, the good Christ- 
ian people, stand silently by, 
wagging their heads and won- 
dering, ‘‘What's our nation 
coming to?’’ 

Without the strong voice of 
Christianity to shout its protest 
against these dangerous evils, 
the society at large has adopt- 
ed that age-old theory: ‘‘Let’s 
legalize and regulate it, and it 
will not be so bad.’’ This is 
the theory fostered by Satan, 
the ‘‘Father of Lies,'’ that 
most subtle creature, so that 
by the subtleness of twisted 
logic, he might even confuse 
God's own people. It is time 
for God's people - the Church - 
those who KNOW Christ Jesus 
as Lord - to stand up and shout 
the moral teachings of The 
Bible; not just with vdice, but 
with the whole way of Christ- 
ian living. Thank God,there are 
afew courageous Christians 
who raise their voices in pro- 
test against these evils that 
will destroy our nation’s moral 
character (what's left of it). 
But these are so few as to be 
like the tinkling of a bell 
amidst the gongings of sin. 

To those Christians who 
would ask ‘‘What can we 
do?’’, I answer: go to your 
Bibles, and to your knees and 
search out your answers. God 
will answer, but you must put 
it to work in your life. And to 
the multitudes that stand sil- 
ently, wagging their heads and 
wondering ‘‘What is our nation 
coming to?’’, I say this: our 
nation is not coming to Jesus 
Christ through your silence.

ROADSIDE EROSION 
DECREASING 

Erosion of roadsides is 
much improved over what it 
once was in Coffee County and 
there may be even less in the 
future. 

Bill Hughes, District 
Conservationist says that 
many of the eroding roadbanks 
have been protected through 
soil conservation programs in 
cooperation with the Alabama 
Highway Department and 
county road commissioners. 

Funds have been furnished 
through the Wiregrass 
Resource Conservation and 
Development (RC&D) Area. 
The Highway Department and 
county road supervisor used 
this cost share help to slope 
and vegetate approximately 10 
acres along the highways and 
roads of Coffee County. 

Most steep roadbanks 
must be reduced to gently 
slopes before they can 
stabilized. This may mean a 
fence will have to be moved 
(and later replaced) before the 
slope can be flattened. Many 
times additional right-of-way is 
needed to rebuild a slope or 
dispose of soil removed from 
one. Of course, none of these 
things can be done without the 

rmission of the landowner. 

bate Judge James 
Sawyer said most of the people 
he had talked with were glad 
to give their consent because 
the reseeded slope reduced * 
erosion, improved appear- 
ances, and in some cases, 
provided better visibility and 
safer access to the highway. 

District Conservationist, 
Bill Hughes explained the 
slopes were limed, fertilized, 
seeded, and mulched as soon 
as possible after shaping was 
completed. He said the most 
of the seeding mixtures 
included a fast-growing crop -- 
such as rye -- to provide quick 
cover plus a slower growing 
grass or legume which would 
eventually provide permanent 
cover requiring little or no 


maintenance. Among the 
latter plants are serices 


lespedeza, Kentucky 31 fescue, 
common bermudagrass, and 
bahiagrass. 

Some additional plants that 
can be used to heal eroding 
roadbanks or other eroding 
sites are honeysuckle, weeping 
lovegrass, and daylillies. Many 
of these have been used by 
private landowners for beauti- 
fication and erosion control. 
When lovegrass is mature, its 
long, fine leaves grow upward 
and outward like a fountain; 
but as it grows older, it tends 
to separate into bunches or 
clumps. Levegrass grows best 
in northern parts of the state 
and should be planted in 
combination with sericea. T!.2 
sites for daylillies, must be 
chosen carefully. They need a 
well-drained soil with at least 
moderate fertility to survive 
without extensive care. 


MOUNTING WASTES? Help 
is on the Way -- 

For modern conservation 
problems will be as demanding 


or as challenging in the months 
and years ahead as the man- 
agement of organic wastes. 

The needs are tremend- 
ous. Most of the 800 million 
dry tons of organic wastes 
produced annually in the naion 
are animal wastes and 
residues. The USDA 
Conservation Service (SCS) es- 
timates that over 200,000 live- 
stock and poultry operations in 
the U. S. need modern waste 
management systems to control 
air pollution and to prevent 
pollutants from reaching sur- 
face waters. 

In addition, more cities and 
communities have begun to 
recycle municipal wastes. 
“When spread on the land at 
rates the soil and plants can 
handle, these wastes help con- 
trol erosion, improve the tilth 
of some soils, and supply some 
nutrients. But, too much 
waste applied to the land may 
be harmful to the environment. 
So, you see, recycling is not a 
cure-all for the problem,”’ says 
W. B. Lingle, who heads the 
SCS n Alabama. 

The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, in a report to 
Congress last fall on improving 
sols with organic wastes, cited 
the value and limits of re- 


, cycling and the need for more 


research, 

The Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice, the Science and Educa- 
tion Administration, the U. S. 
Environmental Protection Ag- 
ency (EPA), and the Food and 
Drug Administration have be- 
gun a four-year study of the 
problem. “The charge of 
these agencies is to determine 
background levels of selected 
heavy metals found in various 
crops and soils. From their 
findings, maximum safe levels 
of these metals can be set,’’ 
said R. M.Davis, Administrator 
of the SCS. 


Wste management has long 
been part of the voluntary 
conservation planning, design 
and technical help provided by 
SCS to farmers and commu- 
nities through Alabama’s 67 
soil and water conservation 
districts. And, this assistance 
has increased in the past few 
years. Last year, land users in 
Alabama installed about 60 
waste management systems 

with SCS help. ‘‘We have 
had a recent upsurge in re- 
quests for planning assistance 
in Alabama. About 100 waste 
managementsystems have been 
planned since January and sent 
to the Alabama Water 
Improvement Commission for 
approval,”’ says Lingle. 

‘‘We've made a good start, 
but the safe disposal of organic 
wastes will continue to rank 
high on the list of conservation 
priorities,’ says Lingle.

Mrs. Pedro Nunez, a native 
of the Bahama Islands, and 
now residing in the Woodland 
Grove Community, was special 
speaker at the Pilot Club's 
Program meeting on June 26, 
at Holley’s Restaurant. The 
club president, Mrs. Michael 
Holderfield, welcomed the 
members and led them in the 
pledge of allegiance.

Mrs. Nunez felt that the 
Cubans were in great need of 
physical care, and their only 
hope for getting it was trusting 
Castro. ‘‘Therefore; he quick- 
ly turned Cuba into a Commu- 
nist country without the people 
actually realizing the prospect- 
ive outcome."’

Miss Fannie is a_ very 
attractive lady with snow-white 
hair, and a beautiful olive-skin- 
ned complexion, When we 
complimented her on _ her 
pretty tanned skin, she said, 
“T’'ve always had a dark com- 
plexion.”’ 


Miss Fannie was born in 
Elba in her maternal grand- 
father’s home, on November 
11, 1888, the third child and 
daughter of John B. and 
Martha Alabama Rushing Har- 
per. The family lived in 
Geneva at the time, where her 
father owned a prosperous 
Store and also sold mules and 
horses; but, her mother came 
back home to await the birth of 
the child.

ten! We were so proud of 
him.’

Harper, who is employed with 
Alatex in Andalusia as an 
engineer, both of whom live in 
Elba; and Will Harper, of 
North Augusta, South Carolina, 
and who is an insurance exe- 
cutive; and a daughter, Helen 
Sue, who died when she was 7 
years old. 


John and Will have a total 
of five children, and Miss 
Fannie is crazy about her great 
nieces and nephews and her 4 
nephews and 1 niece.

Miss Fannie can count 
some distinguished ancestors 
among her relatives, among 
them Judge Gappa T. Yelver- 
ton and Dr. F. M. Rushing, 
who was her maternal grand- 
father, and who served as a 
member of the Alabama Senate 
and Legislature. He was also 
an early Probate Judge of 
Coffee County.
